That Pooled Tobacco 

MUCH SECRECY OVER MATTER 

OF ITS SALE 

Lexington, Ky., Aug. 22 

"Mat has the Burley Tobacco So- 
ciety done, if anything, with the 1909 
pooled crop?" is the question here 
today. A representative of the R. J. 
Reynolds Tobacco Company, of Wins- 
ton-Salem, N. C\, bid on and secured 
a quantity of the crop last night. 
The Burley people will ont say what 
amount was assured, but V»e l ‘ xe - 
cutive board adjourned until next 
Tuesday, when It Is expected that 
the matter will be made public, and 
when it Is also expected that the an- 
nouncement will be made that the 
Reynolds Company has secured the 
larger part of the pool crop and that 
the entire pool has been sold. 

The Reynolds Company Is said to 
be buying for the trust, and If this be 
true the trust will have the greatei 
share of the 120,000,000 pounds. 

On the other hand, tobacco men 
here, who claim to know something 
or the trust say limt the American 
Tobacco Company hks no use for the 
pooled crop and that It can get along 
mighty well without any of the crop 
as they have large quantities in stor- 
age and have also bought a large 
amount of tobacco out of the pool In 
Kentucky and also bought all it could 
secrire In other States. 

But whether the trust has beeu the 
purchaser or not the chief thing Is 
the disposal of practically the entire 
1909 pool, and although no official 
statement Is made. It is generally be- 
lieved that this has been accomplished 
und that the average price of about 
918 dollars a hundred will be paid 
which will mean that 121,600,000 will 
be turned into the pool before the 
pool la completed. 

Many rumors are current concern- 
ing the tobacco. One la that the sale 
to the Reynolds people waa 1,600,000 
pounds. T. D. Blackmore, represen- 
tative of Reynolds here, refused to 
affirm or deny that his company has 
bought a pound of the tobacco.
